plause when he finished. 


V'«)tcrans Deny Blame 
He retold the story of the Sat­ 
urday riot and declared the dele­

broke up the rally was “either a 
gang of hoodlums or veterans who 
have forgotten they once fought 
for democracy or probably a mix­ 
ture of both.” 


Michael Breitkopf, 
spokesman 
for a group of war veterans who 
sought in vain to have tho social­ 
ist meeting perm it cancelled, em­ 
phatically denied the veterans at 
the park were 
responsible 
for 
the rioting. 


Thomas also repeated his criti­ 
cism of the police, 
saying they 
were either “grossly inefficient or 
greatly In favor of the mob.”

As a concession to the south,

Seven years after passage, 
however, only an absolute show­ 
ing that unemployment would re­ 
sult could excuse an Industry from 
paying 40 cents.

He retold the story of the Sat­ 
urday riot and declared the dele­

have forgotten they once fought 
for democracy or probably a mix­ 
ture of both.” 
Michael Breitkopf, 
spokesman 
for a group of war veterans who 
sought in vain to have the social­ 
ist meeting permit cancelled, em­ 
phatically denied the veterans at 
the park were 
responsible 
for 
the rioting. 
Thomas also repeated his criti­ 
cism of the police,

the city’s foreign quarter. 
There was no way of determin­ 
ing accurately the toll of

aud Injured In the wave of bom­ 
bardments which started May 28, 
but conservative estimates before 
last night’s raid were 
that 
at 
least 3,000 bad been killed 
aud 
5,000 wounded. 
The American-endowed I.ing- 
nam university and an American- 
owned Standard Oil storage plant 
were struck by bombs in the two 
previous raids yesterday. 
Addison E. Southard, 
United 
States consul general at Hong­ 
kong, protested to the Japanese 
consulate general against the at­ 
tack on the university campus. 
The oil tanks burst into flame 
and fire spread to the terminal of 
the Canton-Hankow railway. The 
station and a 16-car train were 
destroyed. 
Main objective of last night’s 
bombardment was an old power 
plant which supplied Canton with 
light after a direct hit on 
the 
main power station had cut off 
electric power. 
With the air alarm system dis­ 
abled, police ran from house to 
house to warn 
residents 
that 
bombers were on their way again. 
Some 500,000 of the city’s 1,000,- 
000 population 
had 
fled, 
and 
about one-third of its houses were 
evacuated. 
Although anti-aircraft defenses 
proved ineffective and no Chinese 
planes took the air to fight off the 
attackers, there was little criti­ 
cism of the Chinese central gov­ 
ernment for failure to provide 
help against the continuing raids. 
So far as was known, the Can­ 
ton-Hankow railway, main artery

Drifting Money Policy Fatal to Any Plan to 
Bring Back Prosperity, Says Flynn

nomic depression are deeply root­ 
ed in the economic system. Noth­ 
ing could be

pressions. is a perfectly natural 
phenomenon. 
It 
is part of thp 
logical 
functioning of the eco­ 
nomic system. 
I have already indicated that to 
make a real repair Job on the sys­ 
tem will require drastic measures. 
We will come to them one day. 
But it is certain that the people 
will not permit them now. It is 
certain what they want is what is 
euphemistically called "recovery” 
— another flight ftf better times.

This in turn is due to the failure 
of long term credit mechanisms 
In society. Why long term credit 
or investment -declines may be 
the result of various causes.

The Capital 
Parade

Washington, June 8.—The partners of 
M. M. Warburg and Company, of 
Ham­ 
burg, have resigned. 
The 
150-year-old 
banking house has been taken over by the 
German state. 
The news sounds much like other news 
from the reich, in these last years. To be 
sure, Max Warburg and his brother, Fritz, 
are old men, 72 and close on 70. 
To be 
i sure, their firm has always played a large 
and honorable part in 
the 
commercial 
life of Germany. 
To be sure, the Nazi 
leaders have not been ashamed to 
use 
Max Warburg’s wisdom, to guide 
them 
through the monetary mazes of sick Euro­ 
pean f inanes. 
But they are Jews, Max and his broth­ 
er, Fritz. 
It had been coming for a long 
time. Once before, a year or so ago, their 
resignation had been tentatively demand­ 
ed. 
Always there were inquisitions, espi­ 
onage. 
Frau Warburg waa brought close 
to the cracking point by the terror of the 
days and nights. And Max stayed, against 
the urgings of his friends, only because. 
he said, "if I go, what will my 
people 
think who are poor and 
must 
remain? 
And what will I do, a German, 
out 
of 
Germany?" 
Yet when the storm-troopers came, or 
the telephone from Berlin 
brought 
the 
resignation order, Max Warburg’s mind 
must have flown sadly back, 
over 
the 
year, to the spring of 1919. 
PRISONERS AT VERSAILLES 
At Versailles, that spring of 1919, the 
crowds pressed hungrily around the Hotel 
Des Reservoirs. 
Guards marched to and 
fro along a makeshift iron fencing, across 
the pavement, sun-flecked 
through 
the 
trees. The crowds murmured, as children 
will at zoos, when a strange new animal 
clings to the darkness at its cage’s rear. 
Within the hotel, among the 
raddled 
grandeurs of the tall rooms, the German 
delegates to the Versailles 
Peace 
Con­ 
ference argued interminably. They might 
have been expected to 
disagree. 
Count 
von Brockdorf-Rantzau. the foreign min­ 
ister, a man of the old regime; 
Edward 
David, the Socialist leader; the profes­ 
sional diplomat, Dr. Adolf Mueller; Herr 
Gelsberg, the Prussian minister of Posts 
and Telegraphs—the handful of 
worried 
men seemed to represent every group 
in 
the defeated reich. 
The subject of their discussion 
was 
simple. 
Would 
they sign 
the 
peace 
treaty? They had been 
brought 
under 
guard from Germany. 
They had learned 
the hard terms. 
They had rebelled. 
And the man who stiffened their resist­ 
ance was not Rantzau or Geisberg, Muel­ 
ler or David. 
He was the dapper Jewish 
banker of Hamburg, Max Warburg. When 
the ultimatums from the allies were arriv­ 
ing almost every hour, 
when the 
pres­ 
sure was at its worst, and the crowds at 
thetr most sullen, it waa Max 
Warburg 
who pleaded and exhorted, reasoned and 
threatened. 
In the end, it was Max War­ 
burg who won out. 
Because of Max Warburg, a Government 
of the reich resigned, a new government 
was formed, before men could be found 
to sign the treaty, the paper foundation 
of the Nazi cause. 
REICH MINISTER DILLINGER 
The final destitution of the Warburgs 
is the sign that the masters of the reich 
have lost all shaihe In their anti-aemitism. 
And it is only one eign among many. 
There is nothing eepecially heroic, for 
example, in the Baron 
Louis de Roths­ 
child. 
He was the head of the Kredltan- 
etalt, the great Vienna bank which crash­ 
ed so resoundingly a few years ago. 
He 
did not suffer as his poorer depositors and 
investors did; rich men rarely lose 
all 
their fortunes. 
Yet there la something shameless 
in 
the Nazi effort to use Baron 
Louis 
to 
extract ransom from 
his 
family. 
Soon 
after the invasion of Austria, 
he 
was 
captured, a rich prise. 
To 
the 
Roths­ 
childs in Paris and London, word was sent 
that Baron Louis would be released 
at 
once— upon the payment of a aum said to 
be $25,000,000. 
The amount named waa too vast, even 
for the Rothschild*. 
And the masters of 
the reich, like Dilllnger, 
whose 
tactics 
they have borrowed, are 
still clutching 
their prize. 
A SHORT MORAL 
Such stories as these, such stories 
as 
the ransom of the great Freud, 
should 
teach a lesson. Wherever prejudice shows 
itself, it must be stamped out, whether it I 
be 
anti-Semitism, 
anti-Catholicism, 
or 
anti-Protestantism. 
There can be na 
compromise with Intolerance. 
For, once 
prejudice gains a foothold, the Dilllngers 
will soon prevail.

Macomb, 111.— Despite protests 
against corn acreage allotments 
and possible 'farm dictatorship" 
by farmers joining the Corn Belt 
Liberty League, many farmers are 
going along with the government’s 
plana In this section. 
The truth Is, neither those who 
are joining in the League’s pro­ 
test, nor those who 
follow 
the 
government lead, understand the 
plan very well.

ers curious.

Belt Liberty League, admits that 
the compulsory element in 
the 
present bill is diluted and remote. 
But he fears for the future. 
“They get their foot in the door 
with the compulsory feature 
of 
this act, and next year It will he 
worse. 
Then the way is open for 
complete control over our farms 
by officials. That’s what we want 
to head off right now," he says. 
JU ST W HERE IS 
THE COMPULSION ? 
So, compulsion being the issue, 
it is worth examining what degree 
and what kind of compulsion 
is 
provided by the act. 
In the first place, * no 
farmer 
need go along with the plans st 
all, but can plant whatever acre­ 
age he wishes. 
If, when Aug. 16 rolls around, 
government estimates Indicate a 
corn crop of 2,800,000,000 bushels 


(that is HO per cent of normal 
supply and well above normal do­ 
mestic and export needs), then 
things begin to happen. 
The secretary of agriculture de­ 
cides how much of that corn can 
be put on the 
market 
without 
breaking the price unduly. 
And 
every farmer in the 666 counties 
of the commercial 
corn-growing 
area Is notified what la his share 
of that. 
But before these 
quotas 
are 
made effective, two-thirds of the 
commerclal-area 
growers 
must 
vote for it. 
Once so voted, It Is 
effective against participators and 
non-participators alike. 
There la 
the compulsion. 
Corn which a farmer has raised 
above hts quota, once it ta voted, 
must be stored, and not sold or 
fed, whether he takes part in the 
plan,or nor. 
FIN KB LEVIED FOR 
NON-COMPLIANCE 
Corn marketed in excess of the 
quota draws a fine of 16 cents a 
bushel. 
To prevent hardship to 
farmers In having their 
capital 
tied up in the form of stored corn, 
the government will loan 26 osnta 
a bushel on the corn. When the 
price rise* to 76 per cent of parity 
(63 cents this year) the stored 
corn would be released 
to 
the 
market. 
Backers of the present corn plan 
point out this; the 
1936 
crop 
burned out, causing a shortage. 
But leat year’s crop was so hsavy 
that thsre is now a carryover of 
1,067,671,000 bushels of unused, 
unsold, unfed corn In storage. A 
bumper crop this fall would knock 
the price back down around IO 
cents unless control Is effected. 
But another thing that sticks la 
some corn belt farm ers’ craws is 
this! the allotment 
and 
quota 
limitations apply only to the 666 
counties of the commercial area. 
Farmers outside that 
area 
can 
raise all the corn they like with­ 
out being subject to limitation or 
penalty. 
There ie one specific possibility 
In the League which may be giv­ 
ing Secretary Wallace more worry 
than long-range political implica­ 
tions. 
It is this: if a surplus looms In 
the fall, and marketing quotas are 
•et, the League will be In a posi­ 
tion, being organised, to 
oppose 
as a unit in the referendum 
the 
Imposition of quotas, 
And since 
it takes two-thirds to ratify 
tho 
quotas, the organised opposition 
of the League might he a vital 
factor,

The Function of Militia 


B 
i l l s 
are 
pending 
in 
the 
Federal 
Congress looking to a m ore 
explicit 
definition of the purposes for which 
the 
m ilitia shall be employed, th e reason for 
th eir Introduction a t this 
tim e 
arising 
from a desire to determ ine w hat sort of 
an em ergency w arrants a call to arms. 


As In most dem ocratic countries, 
the 
m ilitia, th e soldiery sprung from the peo­ 
ple rath er than from a professional mili­ 
tary class, has 
been 
regarded 
in 
the 
United States as a last resort to be used 
when civil authorities appear unable 
to 
f<uppress riot and civil commotion. 
The 
line of dem arcation between 
lucul 
dis­ 
turbance and insurrection seems lo bo a 
somewhat vaguely drawn one at present 
and it has been thought 
th a t 
Congress 
should m ake more explicit rules. 


Always the 
civilian 
or 
semi-civilian 
status of ihe militia was regarded 
as 
paramount and it was not until 1892 that 
military authority, in 
connection 
with 
militia, was MKsorted over civil authority, 
in local matters. 
There might here 
be 
riled one 
remarkable 
instance 
which 
came earlier but which did not involve the 
militia. 
The persons suspected of being 
implicated in the fonspiracy to assassinate 
Pregideni Lincoln were brought before a 
i ivtl court in the 
District 
of 
Columbia 
where the crime occurred.

strike during his adm inistration. 
Usually, 
however, the m ilitia is used 
when 
dis­ 
putes are civil and local and do not 
in 
volve directly interstate com m erce or the 
movement of the malls. 


The question is one which will be hot­ 
ly debated In Congress and elsewhere. 
A 
great many citizens w ant the m llltia call­ 
ed out when there is any disturbance 
of 
the peace and a great many tak e the view 
that civil affairs’ should be handled 
by 
civil, not m ilitary authority. 
Such differ­ 
ences have risen in the history of every 
democracy. 


The Safety Movement

STRIKING and unusual experim ent in 
tho Interest ot safety will be

taken at New York University, beginning 
July 1.

of 
this 
movement has boon com pleted and that 
the kind of aid required by educators has 
changed. 
Safety work is well established 
In tho nation’s schools, w ith the 
result 
th a t the prim ary need is for persons ade­ 
quately trained to teach safe 
practices 
both to young people nnd to teachers* col­ 
leges. 
And although tho center has been 
planned principally for tho education 
of 
teachers, the work will be conducted over 
a wider front in order to aerve all typos 
of peraonnel concerned w ith safe living. 


This Is a logical, necessary step In the 
evolution of Ihe directed safety 
niove- 
inont. 
It would seem inevitable th a t the 
work undertaken will bo reflected In m ate­ 
rially reduccd accident tolls in the future.

to French border tow ns draw attention to 
the top of th e Iberian peninsula, 
w here 
one of the latest chapters In tho Spanish 
war Is being w ritten. In th e recent 
In­ 
surgent drive to th e M editerranean, fig h t­ 
ing has been carried Into th e m ountains to 
the very edge of French^ soil. 


Over wind-w hipped, snow-packed passes 
of northeast Spain, still In Loyalist hands, 
have tram ped battalions of trapped troops 
and hundreds of civilians, some carrying 
children in arm s. 
Exhausted and w'eak- 
ened by exposure, m any are reported

leaders have not been asham ed to 
use 
Max W arburg’s wisdom, to guide 
thom 
through the m onetary mazes ot sick E uro­ 
pean finance. 


B ut they are Jew s, Max and his b roth­ 
er, Fritz. 
It had been com ing for a long 
tim e. 
Once before, a year or so ago. th eir 
reelgnatlon hdd been tentatively dem and­ 
ed. 
Always there w ere Inquisitions, espi­ 
onage. 
F rau W arburg was brought close 
to th e cracking point by the terro r o t th e 
days and nights. 
And Max ttayed, against 
the urglngs of his friends, only because, 
he said, "If I go, w hat w ill my 
people 
think who are poor and 
m ust 
rem ain? 
And w hat will I do, a German, 
out 
of 
G erm any?” 


Y et when the storm -troopers came, or 
th e telephone from Berlin 
brought

resignation order, Max W arburg’s mind

sure wall a t its w orat, and tho crow ds a t 
th e ir m ost sullen, it was Max 
W arburg 
who pleaded and exhorted, reasoned and 
threatened. 
In the end, it was Max W ar­ 
burg who won out. 


Because of Max W arburg, a G overnm ent 
of the relch resigned, a new governm ent 
was form ed, betore men could be found 
to sign th e treaty, the paper foundation 
of the Nazi cause. 


REICH »HNISTER DILLINGER 
The final destitution o t the W arburgs 
is the sign th a t th e m asters ot th e reich 
have lost all sham e in th eir anti-aem itism . 
And It is only one algn am ong m any. 


There Is nothing eapecially heroic, for 
exam ple, in the B aron 
Louis de Roths< 
child. 
He was th e head o t the K reditan- 
ttalt, the great V ienna bank which crash­ 
ed to retoundingly a few years ago. 
He 
did not suffer as his poorer depositors and 
Investors did; rich men rarely lose 
all 
th eir fortunei.

th e Nazi effort to use B aron 
Louis 
to 
extract ransom from

th a t B aron L ouit would be released 
at 
once— upon the paym ent o t a turn tald to 
be 125,000,000.

Secretary H ull’s address before 
the Tennessee Bar Association 
is 
m attempt to educate Americans 
to the realities of the world 
in 
which we live. Three great pow­ 
ers— Germany, Italy and Japan— 
are eagaged in destroying inter­ 
national law. They have violated 
solemn treaties; they are guilty 
of aggression 
against 
neighbor 
powers; they 
are 
exalting 
the 
doctrine of force as 
the 
ultimo 
ratio. If this continuos and 
in­ 
volves, aa it must, the rest of the 
world in war, 
w e 
w ill 
all 
be 
thrown back to 
the 
spirit 
and 
methods of th e Dark Ages. 
This threat is not 
imaginary 
The unutterably cruel and futile 
bombardment of open cities 
in 
Spain and China is one evidence 
di the spirit which Secretary Hull 
cdndemns. 
Germany’s 
inhuman 
persecution of the Jews is anoth­ 
er example 
of 
this 
barbarous 
spirit. If the rest of 
the 
world 
continues to look on and do noth­ 
ing, savagery will triumph 
over 
civilisation. 
As a contribution to

world the American Secretary of 
State proposes that the

Mr. Hull's second proposal 
is 
that “ we are 
prepared

armaments.’* 
Practical reduction 
of 
arm a­ 
ments became a reality 
at 
the 
Washington Conference of 1921. 
It was torpedoed after a 
decade 
by Japan at London aud by Ger­ 
many a t Geneva. Since then a n ­ 
other futile race in 
armaments 
has begun. Before long 
it 
will 
bankrupt every power engaged in 
it. But It is probable 
that 
the 
process of bankruptcy must pro­

New York. June 8 </P)— A vaca­ 
tion mood tightened its hold on 
the stock market today and most 
shares barely moved in the second 
slowest trading session in sixteen 
years. 
Minor changes on 
the 
upside 
predominated in extension of the 
creeping June rally. 
Speculators 
were doing little in the market 
place until they could get a better 
glimpse of autumn business pros­ 
pects. 
A widespread belief trade 
trends would turn up in the sec­ 
ond half of the year, stimulated by 
increased 
federal 
spending 
for 
works and relief, seemed to hold 
selling in check, despite falling 
figures in most of the major indus­ 
trial guages. 
Transactions on the “big board" 
totalled 278.410 shares compared 
with 371,980 yesterday. 
The fig­ 
ure was only a little above that 
for Angust 20, 1934, which had 
set a low record unmatched since 
1922. 
In the fourth hour only 
20,000 shares changed hands. The 
Associated Press composite price 
of 60 stocks was up .2 at 39. 
The scene of idle waiting was 
duplicated in other markets. Bond 
transactions proceeded slowly at 
small price variations 
up and 
down. 
Most commodities 
also 
were becalmed 
in the stagnant 
June trading waters. 
Wheat at 
Chicago was 1-8 to % of a cent a 
bushel lower at the finish. 
Corn 
was off 3-8 to 1-8 up. 
Cotton did 
better than most, rallying for net 
gain* of 45 to 60 cents a bale. 
Taking the small volume as elo­ 
quent reminder the market was 
free of urgent selling, 
buyers 
bought selectively on the chance 
the dullness might signal a period 
of preparation for a turn in the 
major trend, which has been down 
for more than a year. 
Aircraft, 
electrical equipment and miscel­ 
laneous industrials were favored. 
But many traders, counting on 
further industrial recession before 
the turp comes, figured there was 
no burley to buy stocks. 
Vacation 
contingents depleted trading forces 
in Wall Street. 
Boardrooms for 
some time have been thinly popu­ 
lated. 
Steel shares held 
up, 
despite 
trade forecasts of a quiet summer 
for the industry. 
The increasing 
Importance of shipbuilding in the^ 
industrial outlook was spotlighted 
by announcement of a $1 extra 
dividend by American Shipbuild­ 
ing. The stock spurted more than 
3 points to close at 29. 
The market lacked the energy 
to exhibit its usual Interest in po­ 
litical developments. 
The report­ 
ed conference agreement on the 
wage-hour standard bill differed 
little from what had been expect­ 
ed widely in financial quarters. 
What the Iowa primary results 
meant for autumn elections was 
much discussed without apparent 
effect on prices.

Dr. Ward Advises Grad­ 
uates to Get Perman­ 
ent Job 


Receives Degree 


"Prepare 
yourself 
for a Job 
that a machine cannot take from 
you,” was the advice given to the 
1938 
Manistique 
high 
school 
graduation class by Dr. Merle S. 
Ward, president of Ferris Insti­ 
tute, In the commencement 
ad­ 
dress at the high school Tuesday 
evening. 
"Too 
many 
commencement 
speakers tell the high school sen­ 
iors that the world 
is 
waiting 
with open arms for them. I must 
be more frank. Today there are 
15,000,000 people unemployed in 
America. Machines have taken the 
Jobs of most of these people. Yet 
there are Jobs that no machine 
can take away—-the Jobs of the 
doctors, lawyers, dentists and nu­ 
merous others," 
the speaker de- 
dared . 
Dr. Ward's address was pres­ 
ented to the 82 graduates of the 
1938 Manistique high school class 
and to an audience that filled ev­ 
ery available seat in the auditor­ 
ium and 
numerous 
temporary 
seats as well. 
The speaker declared that com­ 
mencement night in any 
high 
school is the "red letter" night of 
the year in that community. 
"Education in America Is big 
business. Eight billion dollars are 
invested in 
educational institu­ 
tions and equipment, and 
daily 
during the school season 30,000,- 
000 students march to their class­ 
rooms in this country. 
"Meaning of Commencement" 
"If you Include textbook manu­ 
facturers and others 
connected 
with the manufacture and distri­ 
bution of school supplies, as well 
as teachers, two persons out of 
seven are directly connected with 
the business of education in Am­ 
erica," Dr. Ward asserted. 
The speaker revealed that the 
American 
educational 
system, 
which guarantees education for 
every boy and girl In the land, is 
the finest in the entire world. 
"Our system of government is 
a democracy, which means that 
we must rule ourselves. Conse­ 
quently, we must educate all the 
people so that we can maintain 
an intelligence that will provide 
an intelligent administration." 
"The 
Meaning of Commence­ 
ment” was the subject 
of 
Dr. 
Ward’s address, and he explained, 
one by one, what commencement 
means to the teachers, 
to 
the 
school boards, to the superintend­ 
ents and principals, to the taxpay­ 
ers. to the parents, and to the 
seniors themselves* 
"It is an occasion of honor, of, 
sacrifice and satisfaction to each 
of these groups," 
the 
speaker 
summarized. 
"It has been estimated that if 
a mother was paid at market 
prices for her work in sending a 
child through school, she would 
have received $150,000 by the 
time her son or daughter gradu­ 
ated. 
Yet 
I 
know there la no 
mother here tonight who has ac­ 
cumulated such a fortune. That 
money la invested in the young 
boys and girls who will receive 
their diplomas upon this 
plat­ 
form. For many of those mothers, 
it meant great sacrifices but their 
hearts are filled with Joy.” 
The processional and recession­ 
al was the "Festival March,'" by 
Bergen, played by the high school 
orchestra. The invocation was by 
Rev. DeLloyd Huenlnk.

Ott presented a vocal 
solo, “The Sailor's Life" by H.

Dr. Merle S. Ward, president of 
Ferris Institute, presented an In­ 
teresting 
address to the Manis­ 
tique Lions and Rotarlans at a 
Joint meeting held Tuesday eve­ 
ning at the Legion cottage, 
in 
which he described the value of 
service clubs to a community. 
"Whether it Is Lions, Rotarlans, 
Klwanls, or any 
other 
similar 
group, service clubs play an im­ 
portant part in the welfare of a 
community," Dr. Ward declared. 
"Their 
particular projects may 
differ, 
but their principles are 
Identical—service 
and coopera­ 
tion.” 
The speaker 
explained 
that 
while countries have fallen and 
cities collapsed, man has never 
taken a backward step from tho 
beginning of time. Each step in 
progress made by man remains as 
a foundation for future 
genera­ 
tions. 
Dr. 
Ward 
outlined these im­ 
portant steps as follows: the de­ 
velopment of speech 
and 
lan­ 
guage, the discovery of fire, the 
domestication of animala, the de­ 
velopment of agriculture, the ac­ 
ceptance of a moral code, the dis­ 
coveries of science, the develop­ 
ment of mechanics, the invention 
of printing and movable type, and 
finally, the expansion of educa­ 
tion. 
For the last step, 
education, 
Dr. Ward gave credit to modern 
civilization. 
"Education certainly Is one of 
the most Important steps In the 
progress of man," Dr. Ward de­ 
clared. "And yet it is a develop­ 
ment that is in its infancy.

New York. June 8 </P)—A vaca­ 
tion mood Ughtenod its hold on 
Ihe stock market today and most 
shares barely moved In the second 
slowest trading session in sixteen 
years. 


Minor changes on 
the upside 
^jredominated in extension of the 
creeping June rally. 
Speculators 
were doing little in the market 
place until they could get a better 
glimpse of autumn business pros­ 
pects. 
A widespread belief trade 
trends would turn up in the sec­ 
ond half of the year, stimulated by 
increased federal spending for 
m'orks and relief, seemed to hold 
selling in check, despite falling 
figures in most of tho major indus­ 
trial guages. 


Transactions on the "big boaid" 
totalled 278,410 shares compared 
with 371,980 yesterday. 
The fig­ 
ure was only a little above that 
for August 20, 1934, which had 
set a low^ record unmatched since 
1922. 
In the fourth hour only 
20,000 shares changed hands. The 
Associated Press composite price 
of 60 stocks was up .2 at 39. 


The scene of idle waiting was 
duplicated in other markets. Bond 
transactions proceeded slowly at 
small price variations up and 
down. 
Most eommodities also 
were becalmed in the stagnant 
June trading waters. 
Wheat at 
Chicago was 1-8 to % of a cent a 
bushel lower at the finish. 
Corn 
was off 3-8 to 1-8 up. Cotton did 
better than most, rallying for net 
gains of 45 to 50 cents a bale. 


Taking the small volume as elo­ 
quent reminder the market was 
free of urgent selling, buyers 
bought selectively on the chance 
the dullness might signal a period 
of preparation for a turn in the 
major trend, which has been down 
for more than a year. 
Aircraft, 
electrical equipment and miscel­ 
laneous industrials were favored. 


But many traders, counting on 
further industrial recession before 
the turn comes, figured there was 
no hurry to buy stocks. Vacation 
contingents depleted trading forces 
in Wall Street. 
Boardrooms for 
some time have been thinly popu­ 
lated. 


Steel shares held 
up, 
despite 
trade forecasts of a quiet summer 
for tho industry. 
The increasing 
importance of shipbuilding in the 
industrial outlook was spotlighted 
by announcement of a $1 extra 
dividend by American Shipbuild­ 
ing. The stock spurted more than 
3 points to close at 29. 


The market lacked the energy 
to exhibit its usual interest in po­ 
litical developments.

Yet 
there are Jobs that no machine 
can take away—the Jobs of the

Dr. Ward’s address was pres-' 
ented to the 82 graduates of the 
1938 Manistique high school class 
and to an audience that filled ev­ 
ery available seat In the auditor­ 
ium and

"Education In America is big 
business. Eight billion dollars are

tlque Lions and Rotarlans at a 
Joint meeting held Tuesday eve­ 
ning at the Legion cottage, 
in 
which he described the value of 
service clubs to a community. 


"Whether It Is Lions, Rotarlans, 
Kiwanls. or any

group, service clubs play an Im­ 
portant part In the welfare of a 
community." Dr. Ward declared. 
"Their 
particular projects may 
differ, 
but their principles are 
Identical—service and éoopera- 
tlon." 


The speaker explained 
that 
while countries have fallen and 
cities collapsed, man has never 
taken a backward step from the 
beginning of time. Each step in 
progress made by man remains as 
a foundation for future genera* 
tions. 


Dr. 
Ward 
outlined theee Im­ 
portant steps as follows: the de­ 
velopment of speecli 
and 
lan­ 
guage, the discovery of fire, the 
domestication of animals, the de­ 
velopment of agriculture, the ac­ 
ceptance of a moral code, the dis­ 
coveries ot science, tbe develop­ 
ment ot mechanics, the invention 
of printing and movable type, and 
finally, the expansion ot educa­ 
tion. 


For the last step, 
education. 
Dr. Ward gave credit to modern 
civilisation. 


"Education certainly Is one ot 
the most Important steps in the 
progress ot man." Dr. Ward de­ 
clared. *‘And yet it Is a develop­ 
ment that is in Its infancy. 
The 
system which assures education 
for all of our people has been de­ 
veloped only within the last cen­ 
tury."

Cherry Hills, at Denver, 
Scene of Annual U.S. 
Championship

Denver, Juno 8 (JP)<—Cherry Hills, 
with its hazards, 
and 
headaches 
lurking on the outskirts of the mile 
high city of Denver, awaits the 
first round charge of golfs light 
brigade tomorrow in the United 
State# open championship. 
Subject to wind, weather and the 
characteristic vagaries of the game, 
the 42nd annual title tournament 
appears to be as wide-open a scram­ 
ble as any since Bob Jones retired 
eight years ago, and as spectacular 
as the scenery, featuring a back­ 
drop of snow-capped Rocky moun­ 
tains. 
Notwithstanding

Record Is Safe 
Guldahl set the open champion­ 
ship scoring record last year at 
Oakland Hills, near Detroit.

stroke off the former record, and 
beating Snead, the freshman sen­ 
sation of 1937, by two shots. 
Pre-tournament practice perform­ 
ances, as will as most unbiased 
opinion respecting the cumulative 
and progressive difficulties of Cher­ 
ry Hills, have Indicated the cham­ 
pionship record is safe from fur­ 
ther damage. Some “wild man,” to
